Prominent Doctor Assaulted 


Dr. E. L. Smith, a prominent phy- 


sician of Schellsburg and a director 
in the First National Bank of this 
place, was the victim of a cowardly 
assault 
Saturday 
morning by a 


strange negro by the name of Roy 
Simmons, whom he had befriended. 
The negro went to the Smith home 
Friday evening and, telling the Doc- 
tor that he was ill and had no money, 
the Doctor generously gave him the 
needed medical' attention. 


He again called upon the" Doctor 


Saturday morning and during his 
stay in the office he heard Dr. Smith 
tell a patient that he had a trip to 
make to Mann's Choice and the 
Forks. 
The negro left the Smith 


premises and not long afterward Dr. 
Smith left in his Ford runabout. 
Reaching the Forks, about half way 
between Bedford and Schellsburg, 
Dr. Smith was driving slowly over 
a bad piece of road, when he was 
struck on the back of the head by a 
rock and rendered unconscious. He 
was picked up shortly afterward by 
a neighbor and, having regained con- 
sciousness, told of the assault and de- 
scribed the negro and asked that in- 
formation be made against him. 


The Doctor was taken to the office 


of Dr. A. C. Wolf at Wolfsburg, 
where his wound, which required sev- 
eral stitches, was dressed and he was 
conveyed to his home. 


Sheriff Grant Dodson was notified 


of the matter and immediately start- 
ed in pursuit of the negro, whom he 
captured not far from the scene of 
the crime and place him behind the 
bars of the county jail about 11 
o'clock, 
of age.

It is the consensus of opinion of 


some of the keenest and most far-

A large part of the 
profit which comes from farm poultry 
is made out of the waste products 
which the fowls find for themselves. 
Fowls are naturally gleaners and 
scavengers, and while some may ob- 
ject to this latter term it is a fact that 
in many places they are kept to 
utilize waste products. On the farm, 
under the best management this would 
consist of grass, grain wasted in har- 
vesting and insect life of different 
kinds found in the field.

MAKING FIGHT ON THE LICE 


Nothing More Satisfactory Has Be-n 


Found Than Spray,of Kerosene 


and Carbolic Acid. 


During the days when the fowls are 


under shelter more than is usual, care 
must be taken to prevent lice from 
populating the place. You know from 
experience what a few days cs>n do to- 
ward establishing a very lively com 
munity of these pests. The chickens 
will not sleep well, and they cannot 
lay when they are tortured with these 
pests any more than human beings 
can do their most efficient work when 
they .worry. 


You have a right to doubt the verac- 


ity of the poultryman who tells you 
that his chickens do not have lice, for 
wherever you find a chicken, there will 
you find Its hand-maiden, the mite. 
Careful attention and repeated spray- 
ing are the price we pay for clean 
poultry houses and healthy, clean 
chickens. 


Nothing more satisfactory than the 


old spray solution so often recommend' 
ed, of kerosene and carbolic acid, has 
been found to meet the needs of the 
average farmer, and you have no doubt 
found that If one dose Is not ernca 
clous, the second followed In several 
days will put an end to the scourge 
for a while. 


Problem of Feeding. 


Feeding poultry is always some 


thing of a problem. Never place feed 
so that fowls can gorge themselves 
at any time. Make them work for It 
When fed Inside the building ecattei 
the grain In a litter of fine straw 01 
chaff upon a good floor. This makes 
the birds exercise to get their feed 
and so improve their physical condi- 
tion. If you are feedfng out of doon 
scatter the feed on dry, hard ground 
or in short grass. Don't put It on 
moist ground and don't under any cir 
cumstances leave mixed feed where it 
will become sour and soggy. This la 
disastrous to the older birds. 


Next Year's Roosters. 


It Isn't too late yet by any mean* 


to buy that setting of eggs from which 
to secure your next year's roosters. 
Don't begrudge a good price, either. 
Remember how much cheaper a set 
ting of eggs is than buying the roost- 
era fully pro-ma.

The medi- 
cal profession contains pro-alcohohsts 
and anti-alcoholists; but the policy 
of facing both ways is weak, and be- 
fore long, presumably, all medical men 
will be anti-alcoholists.

The same time 
devoted to developing new ideas in 
their own field, where they are thor- 
oughly at home, would be lar more 
jnofitable.

.is deeply depressed. 
But most men

exchanges is not all loss 
The news- 


papers published since the stock ex- 
changes closed must seem stiangely 
bl^nk to the great army of fortune 
seekers who watch the quotations 
Even the thrill of maichmg millions 
across the sea can not take the place 
of their sporting interest in the rise 
and fall of favorite stocks.

The cutting off by war of the cus- 


tomarj supply of toys bought yearly 
in Germany promises to make the 
Christmas trees look skimpy this 
year. 
American toy makers will 


turn out very attractive substitutes, 
but considering the rates of wages 
in this country, many kinds of cheap 
toys cannot be produced here at the 
prices our people expect to pay. 


They say that German families 


will sell little lambkins at 12 cents a 
dozen. These toys are largely made 
in the homes. A great many of the 
workers are farmers and their fami- 
lies, who are satisfied with very low 
wages if they can be kept busy 
through the winter. A family of five 
is said to average only about $3.00 
to $3.50 a week. 


The popularity of the German toys 


is not wholly due to the low price. 
There is an element of romance and 
imagination in the German tempera- 
ment. 
They add little touches that 


charm both young and old. 
The 


leaders in the toy industry prefer to 
have them made in the homes. They 
feel that thereby the workers have 
more originality. 
The toys do not 


look so machine made as those from

Pittsburgh was only one of the many 
incidents that are discouraging to 
the rank and file of machine work- 
ers. 


Reports from Pittsburgh are to the 


effect that the visit of Senator 
rose has failed utterly to heal the 
deep breach between the Magee and 
Oliver and Penrose factions in that 
district. 
The perfunctory approval 


given to the project for the Erie Ship 
Canal was small compensation for'the 
rough treatment given to Mayor Ma- 
gee's Pittsburgh bills at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, especially 
since Penrose up to this time has 
never lifted his finger in behalf of 
the canal project. 


J. Denny O'Neil, who was for Dim- 


mick in the primary, is still against 
Penrose, and the omission of any 
mention of local option in the plat- 
form has only increased his bitter- 
ness. O'Neil who has always been an 
Oliver man is typical of the feeling 
throughout the Oliver organization 
toward Penrose. 


In Scranton, the next largest City 


in the State, the Penrose people are 
in even worse shape. Desperate ef- 
forts to find a practical man willing 
to risk his political future by acting 
as the Penrose campaign manager in 
Lackawanna County have failed. The 
last man selected, Thomas Brooks, is 
indignantly denying that he has ac- 
cepted, although the Penrose boom- 
ers are loudly proclaiming his- ap- 
pointment.

In Cambria and other western 


counties the Republican organization 
is practically in the hands of the anti- 
Penrose crowd, and the Standard Oil 
Senator is put to the necessity of 
building up a brand new organization 
between now and election in this 
former stronghold of Republicanism. 


The fact that it required ten bands 


of music and'an immense outlay for 
special trains to make the Brum- 
baugh home-coming in Huntingdon 
even a respectable show of enthusi- 
asm has not added to the happiness 
of Republican leaders and workers. 


All these troubles, added to the col-

Jjute Sowing of Winter Wheat to 


Combat Hessian Fly 


The 
seeding 
of 
winter 
wheat 


should be delayed as much as possi- 
ble to combat the Hessian fly, when- 
ever this pest is present. 
Through- 


out the Eastern United States, where 
winter wheat is generally grown, this 
fly sometimes causes damage amount- 
ing to over a million dollars in one 
year. 
Present indications are that 


the damage done by the pest this 
year will be considerable. 
Coopera- 


tive late-sowing by all the wheat 
growers in the community, accompa- 
nied by systematic destruction 
of 


stubble and breeding places for the 
fly, seems to be the best means to 
reduce its devastation. 


Wheat should, however, be sown 


early enough to allow the plants to 
become well established before win- 
ter sets in, yet not so early as to al- 
low them to become jointed. 
If the 


first frost is unusually delayed the 
wheat grower would better plant, 
even though there is still danger of 
injury from the fly, for otherwise Ms 
losses may be greater from the fail- 
ure of young, poorly-rooted plants to 
survive the winter. 


The best time for sowing winter 


wheat is about the first week in Sep- 
tember in the latitude of northern 
Ohio. 
In the latitude of southern 


•hio, the last week of September is 


best. Proceeding still farther south, 
the best date is still later, being 
about the middle of October for cen- 
tral Tennessee and central Oklahoma, 
and about the first of November for 
northern Georgia. 
In such districts 


as the Piedmont section of Virginia 
allowance must be made for eleva- 
tion. 
In the northern part of this 


State the middle of September seems 
the best date for sowing, while in 
the' southern part, the last week in 
September is preferable. 


The general rule for seeding is 


that there should be a difference of 
one day for each 10 miles of differ- 
ence in latitude, and seeding should 
be approximately one day earlier 
for each hundred feet of increase in 
elevation. 
There is usually, how- 


ever, a period of several weeks in all 
the winter-wheat area where sowing 
may take place with about equal re- 
sults. 
This period is longer as one 


proceeds to the southward. 


Rate of Seeding 


The quantity of seed that should 


be sown under ordinary conditions in 
the humid winter-wheat areas is six 
pecks per acre. This may be varied 
according to the size of kernel of the 
variety used, the condition of the 
seed bed, the fertility and character 
of the soil, and the date of seeding. 
When the grains are small, the seed 
bed in good condition, the soil rich, 
warm, and well drained, and the 
seeding early, five or even lour pecks 
per acre are often sufficient. 
Where 


opposite 
conditions 
exist, 
seven, 


eight, or even 10 pecks may give 
more profitable' results. It is advis- 
able to adhere to these rules with all 
varieties, regardless of any claims of 
exceptional tillering ability that may 
be made. 


Other details of a general charac- 


ter regarding "The Culture of Win- 
ter Wheat in the Eastern United 
States" are given in a bulletin of the 
department bearing that title (No. 
596). 
It can be had free by wheat 


growers on application to the depart- 
ment at Washington, D. C.

France, but the conviction still pre- 
vails that France is constantly men- 
aced by her "Teutonic neighbor," 
and with the spectre of war casting 
his shadow, through the Rhine win- 
dow there is no serious notion of 
turning swords into ploughshares or 
dedicating international diplomacy to 
the service of the dove of peace. 


"Bryan is a very good man and a 


very great man," said M. Poincare 
recently to an American woman guest 
of the executive mansion. 
"I admire 


him very much. 
He is one of the 


most notable Americans since Thomas 
Jefferson, whose doctrines he has 
made more logical and comprehen- 
sible. 


"Mr. Bryan," he declares, "is one 


of the morld's immortal few. 
Rank- 


ing with Jefferson and Jackson and 
the immortal names enriching the 
achievements 
of 
democracy. 
Mr. 


Bryan's name will be emblazoned in 
the permanent annals of history as 
the people's idol and courageous 
friend.

tions of wool have increased since 
the act went into effect; but the price 
of wool in the United States is high- 
er than it was a year ago, when the 
article was subject to a heavy duty. 


The Journal of Commerce reports, 


in fact, that in only two years out of 
the last twenty-five have domestic 
wool prices been higher than at pres- 
ent 
Trade experts account for this 


phenomenon on the ground that 
there was an unusually extensive 
slaughter of sheep a year and a halt 
ago by growers who expected that 
wool prices would drop out of sight 
under the new tariff. 
If that theory 


is correct the new tariff automatical- 
ly canceled itself, so far as the pres- 
ent effect on wool prices is concerned.

Vindication For the President 
Now that practically all Europe 


has been plunged into war over a 
pretext that must be considered trif- 
ling—indeed absolutely contemptible 
in view of the untold misery involv- 
ed—it is to be hoped that fair-mind- 
ed Americans will begin to estimate 
more at their true value the wisdom 
and justice of that policy of watchful 
waiting which has proved so success- 
ful in President Wilson's handling of 
the Mexican question. 
The United 


States had far more provocation for 
intervention in Mexico than Austria- 
Hungary had for its truculent atti- 
tude toward Servia. Huerta proved 
himself a peculiarly exasperating per- 
son, with much more ability and a 
greater command of resources than 
were at first credited to him, and 
there can be no doubt that war of in- 
vasion, and possibly even of perma- 
nent occupation, would have proved 
popular with a large part of the 
American public. 
After the landing 


at Vera Cruz nothing would have 
been easier than to find a pretext for 
such a .warlike policy. 


It is infinitely to the credit of Pres- 


ident Wilson and his advisers that 
notwithstanding the sneers and jeers 
of the empty-headed, the malevolent 
and the selfish interests that desired 
to exploit Mexico for the benefit of 
their own pockets, he refused to take 
advantage of the weakness of a sis- 
ter republic, but adhered firmly to a. 
line "of action that was high-minded 
and patriotic. 
Contrasted with the 


bullying arrogance of Austria-Hun- 
gary, which has set all 
Europe 


aflame, the President's course has 
shown the highest 
statesmanship, 


and his country has benefited im- 
mensely by his patience and tact. 
This fact is now generally recognized 
by intelligent Republicans. The Bos- 
ton Herald, a loyal standpat organ, 
after praising the President for re- 
sisting the clamor to attack Mexico 
and comparing his course with that 
of the authorities in Vienna under 
less provocation, says. 


"But the President exercised a 


staying and a steadying hand. We 
did not go in. We have saved our- 
selves the horrors of war, and the 
long legacy of hate throughtout Lat- 
in America which would surely have 
followed. If the example of our own
